City bond issues totaling approxi- 
mately $25,000,000 will go on the ballot 
at the Nov. 6 election if the city coun- 
cil adopts the recommendations made 
yesterday by its committee on finance.

However, County At- 
torney Olson today, for the purpose of 
completing the record, obtained a per- 
manent injunction by default also 
against the Twin-City Reporter. 


The Saturday Press temporary in- 
junction writ was taken to the Minne- 
sota Supreme court, the defense law- 
yers waiving trial at that time, and 
relying solely on the legal ground that 
the law. was unconstitutional. The 
high court sustained the decision of 
the lower court and held the law valid. 

“The constitutional liberty of the 
press,” stated the court’s opinion, 
*““means the right to publish the truth 
with impunity, with good motives and 
for justifiable ends; liberty to publish 
with complete immunity from legal 
censure and punishment for the publi- 
cation, sO long as it is not harmful 
in its character when tested by such 
standards as the law affords. 


Abuse Not Protected. 


_ “It was never the intention of the 
“ebnstitution to afford protection to a 
publication devoted to scandal and de- 
famation. It protects the use and not 
the abuse of the press.”

Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—(Spe- 


department of commerce report, is- 
sued today, with nearly one-half of all 
the marriages performed and more 
than one-half of all the divorces 
granted in Lllinois in 1927.

DEFENSE WINS 


ROUND IN TRIAL 


New York, Oct. 10.—[Special. ]}—Max 
D. Steuer, counsel for former Borough 
Fresident Connolly of Queens, began 
the presentation of the defense in 
the sewer graft trial today after Su- 
preme Court Justice Arthur 8. Tomp- 
kins struck out two of the three 
counts of the indictments. 

This means that the maximum pen- 
alty to which Connolly and former 
Engineer Frederick Seely are 
lable, if found guilty, is one year in 
prison and $500 fine each instead of 
three years and $1,500. 

Justice Tompkins ruled that all the 
evidence presented by the prosecution

Meets Friend in Ring. 

At the Naval academy he played 
one season with the Plebes, another as 
a corking good second string guard, 
and this is his second season as an 
outstanding guard on the Navy team. 
He also has represented the Naval 
academy as a boxer in the 175 pound 
class for two seasons, and established 
a fine record. He has won most of 
the bouts in which he has engaged 
and made a particularly fine record 
last season. 

One of the most interesting inci- 
dents in his athletic career at the 
academy happened last year when he 
was called upon to meet in the ring 
Al Benedict, an old friend and oppo- 
rent, neighbors from boyhood and 
classmates at high school.

The five middle men play a tight 
line. No. 11 player starts to his left 
and then cuts back. No. 6 runs 
straight up the field and then cuts in, 
No. 2 back shifts into flat territory and 
No. 1 back runs obliquely up the field 
and turns out. No. 3 back is the pro- 
tector for the passer. No. 4 back re 
ceivyes ball from center and takes two 
or three steps to his right. He then 
makes a forward pags to any one of 
the four eligible players. He should 
try, if possible, to shoot the ball to the 
player who is least covered. Gen- 
erally this is the No. 2 back.

WAAT IS PUNCH 
DRUNK?; MEDICOS 
MAY INVESTIGATE 


The medical profession, through Dr. 
Harrison 8S. Martland of Newark, N. J., 
has been urged to include as a part of 
its clinical work the study of the con- 
dition known in boxing circles as 
* punch drunk.” eer 

In a paper read before the New 
York Pathological] society at the New 
York Academy of Medicine last May 
and to be published today in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical associa- 
tion, Dr. Martland tells of an ex- 
haustive study of “punch drunk” 
boxers. 

“As far as I know, this condition 
has practically not been described in 
medical literature,” 
raper read. “I am of the opinion 
that in punch drunk there is a very 
definite brain injury, due to single or 
repeated blows on the head or jaw, 
which cause multiple concussion hem- 
orrhages in the deeper portions of the 
cerébrum.” 

Dr. Martland tells of cases he ex- 
amined and lists 23 boxers who have 
been victims of “punch drunk.” He 
does not specify them by name. The 
most recent victim fought his last

/'This debilitating, disabling and some- 
times fatal disease can be transmitted 
from rabbits to humans, Of 500 cases

Among game animals tularemia oc- 
curs in nature in jack rabbits, snow- 
shoe rabbits and eottontail rabbits, and 
is responsible for some of the periodic 
epizootics which kill them off locally 
in great numbers. Man becomes in- 
fected with tularemia by handling rab- 
bit carcasses, as in dressing them for 
the table or cutting them up as feed 
for dogs, foxes, etc. am 

In wild rabbits a spotting of the 
liver and spleen with yellowish or 
whitish flecks is one of the most char- 
acteristic and easily recognized symp- 
toms.

Fake reducing parlors operated by 
quacks who promise the fashionable

lions annually and women are their 
chief victims. This was the state- 
ment yesterday of a group of doctors 
attending the seventh annual meeting 
or the American College of Physical 
Therapy a: the Stevens hotel. 

The physicians said thousands of 
women are being defrauded by the 
charlatans, They said there are more 
than 100 of the fake fat reducing par- 
lors in Chicago, and that there are 
rpundreds cf others in cities spanning 
the country. 

It was the consensus of these men 
that “fat is a disease or a sign of dis- 
ease and that its elimination or treat- 
ment must be approached seriously, 
the same as diabetes or’ any other ma- 
lignant disease is approached.” 

The doctors’ idea was to slenderize 
slowly. 


“ After fakers are through the wom- 
en come to the reputable physician,” 
the doctors said. ‘‘ Usually they need 
us then, for often they have serious 
endocrine glandular troubles, frequent- 
ly with incipient or actual goiter.” 

The subject came up before the 
convention, the physicians said, be- 
cuuse since physical therapy—tne 
treatment of disease by heat, light 
and electricity—has gained real stand- 
ing in the medical profession, the 
charlatans have adopted much of the 
apparatus with which the reputable 
physicians work. 


The convention will continue until 


Saturday, when there will be a num- 
ber of clinics in several of the city’s 
hospitals. Chief among the latter 
wil’ be a cancer clinic at the Cook 
county hospital conducted by Dr. Dis- 
raeli Kobak, who has had considerable 
success, it is stated, in removing can- 
cer with the electric needle. 


Among those who discussed obesity 
and the quackery attending the folly 
of those who. would stave it off by 
the easy methods offered by the char- 
latan, were Dr. Maximilian Kern of 
Chicago; Dr. E. N. Kime, professor 
of physical therapy at the University 
of Indiana; Dr. Curran Pope of Louis- 
ville, Ky.; and Dr. J. C. Elsom, pro- 
fessor of physical therapy at the 
University of Wisconsin. 

“In the homes of these unfortunate 
women who succumb to the advertise- 
ments or beguilements of the reducing 
quacks, you will find usually one elec- 
tric horse,” said Dr. Kern. ‘“ You 
will find also, almost inevitably, a can 
of salts, which is supposed to dissolve 
fat in spots. You wil] find a box of 
so-called ‘rejuvenating pills;’ and on 
top of all this you will find a series 
of fake diets sold the victim by the 


sharpers.” 


“The result,” continued Dr. Kern, 
“jis that she is soon in the hands of 
a reputable physician, using all the 
methods that science knows to build 
up again. 

“You see,” he continued, “ these 
diets, consisting of one tomato, or a 
glass of orange juice, little iodine and 
salts, are dangerous. Under the quack 
insructions she igs using up more en- 
ergy than usual] and getting almost no 
fuel on which to @o it. The result fs 
she is soon a victim of anemia, acido- 
sis or some organic disturbance of the 
thyroid glands or some form of goiter.” 

Dr. Elsom said treatment for fat is 
bound to reduce a person to proper 
weight if conducted by a competent 
physician.

With the big grape crop, now being 
harvested, growers are given a chance 
to compare the different production 
methods. R. S. Marsh of the state 
agricultural college cites the experi- 
erce of an Illinois grower and con- 
siders it a striking example of how it 
pays vineyardists to observe recom- 


mended planting practices with 
grapes, as well as all other kinds of 
fruits. 


He says thinning to about the 
proper planting distance—442 vinés an 
acre—in the six acre vineyard owned 
ty George Marzolf, Nauvoo, Ill, this 
season produced 1,841 pounds more 
fruit, yielding a total of $54.50 an 
acre more rrofit than twice that many 
yines in the unthinned portion of the 
patch. 

The vines were planted 7 by 7 feet 
epart, the same as most of the other 
grape plantings in the Nauvoo terri- 
tory, which produces about 125 car- 
loads of grapes in a good season. In 
thinning, every other vine was cut so 
as to give distances of 9 feet 10 inches 
by 9 feet 10 inches. In other words, 
where there had been 884 vines on 
each acre there were only 442 vines 
after the alternates had been cut out. 

Where the vines stood 7 by 7 feet 
epart, the yield was 9,503 pounds to 
the acre. In the thinned part of the 
vineyard the yield was 11,344 pounds 
to the acre, a gain of 1,841 pounds 
an acre with only one-half the orig- 
inal number of vines. 

Marsh says grapes should not be 
planted closer than 8 by 10 feet in 
order that there may be a balance be- 
tween wood growth and fruit produc- 
tion..

The frying pan is a utensil with a 
marvelpus history.

No utensil has been more often 
maligned, but we maintain that a 
kitchen without a frying pan, or sev- 
eral of them of different sizes, is a 
handicapped kitchen. A hunter or 
trapper without his frying pan might 
starye. Perhaps we have to go to 
the outof<ie-rs people to learn all 
the possibilities of a frying pan, for 
in it they not only cook their salt 
pork (perhaps potatoes are baking in 
the ashes to go with it) and bacon 
and fish but biscuits, flapjacks, corn 
pone, and they fry apples and even 
prunes.
